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Entry of the after-final amendment is denied for at least two reasons: 

1. The amendments made to claim 16 result in at least one new 112, 2"*^ paragraph rejection. Specifically, in line 11, applicant claims "said 
first and second registers". There is a lack of antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. 

2. Though applicant has amended the remaining independent claims, the examiner has not previously considered the amendments in 
combination with other uniquie limitations in the remaining independent claims. For instance, claim 1 is broader than claim 23, in at least 
one aspect, in that claim 1 does not require a command to manipulate data in a data register within a register file. Hence, the examiner's 
search strategy must be broadened to search for claim 1. Likewise, claims 28 and 45 have at least no command for performing arithmetic 
operation on a row address register. In general, each of the independent claims other than 23 and 50 are broader in at least one aspect 
than claims 23 and 50. Hence, the broader scope of invention must now be further searched and considered. 

Other issues noted by the examiner: 

In claim 18, line 2, replace "tile" with --file-. 

In claim 20, line 4 and the last two paragraphs of the claim, and in claim 21 , there is a lack of antecedent basis for said first and second 
register sets. 

In claim 23, please begin a new paragraph following the semicolon in line 5. 
In claim 26, insert a colon after "comprises" in line 2. 
In line 36, 2"^ to last line, replace "tiles" with -files-. 

Applicant is asked to thoroughly review all of the claims for other potential mistakes. 
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
